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REPORT. 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, appointed 
under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An Act 
for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” 
humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Twenty-third Annual Report. 

Por some years past, in presenting our annual Reports to your Majesty, we have not 
thought it necessary to do more than state the number of our meetings, and explain the 
financial position of our accounts, and of the charities under our guardianship ; but as, 
since our last Report to your Majesty, made on the 28th day of February, 1867, changes 
both extensive and important in the law which we administer have been made by an Act 
passed in the 30th and 31st years of your Majesty’s reign, chapter 54, we deem it our duty 
on the present occasion to enter more fully into details, both in reference to the powers 
conferred on us by that Act, and our proceedings under it. 

2. In the year 1866 a Bill was introduced into Parliament, the object of which was to 
extend to the charities of this country some of the safeguards already provided for charities 
in England and Wales by the “ Chai'itable Trusts Act, 1853," and the subsequent Acts 
amending it. 

3. A copy of that Bill having been transmitted to us by the Irish Government for our 
opinion, and its provisions, as well as the defects in the existing law, having been carefully 
considered by us at several of our meetings, we forwarded to the Right Honorable the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland a number of suggestions, prepared by our Secretaries, as the 
results of their daily experience, and we recommended the adoption of them as the basis 
for amendments in the law suitable to the circumstances of this country. 

4. Short as the period is since this Act came into operation, the important and useful 
powers which it has conferred on us have already in many instances been resorted to ; and 
we doubt not that when its provisions shall become more generally known and better 
understood by those interested in availing themselves of them, they will be very exten- 
sively used. 

5. Under the second section we are enabled to give authoritative advice and directions 
to persons interested in the management of charities ; and such advice has the effect of 
indemnifying from personal responsibility and loss all those who act in conformity with 
it. A further advantage is that it can be obtained without the necessity of resorting to 
professional aid, and with little or no expense to the funds of a charity. Already, in 
three cases, we have been enabled to give our advice with the most satisfactory results. 
Other applications for our advice are at present before us, and awaiting onr decision, in 
all of which we hope to be able to confer similar advantages on charities in the same 
inexpensive manner. 

6. Power is conferred on us by the third section to compromise, or authorize 
compromises of claims and demands on behalf of or against charities. We have been 
called upon to exercise this power in a few cases, and have been able to give effect to 
advantageous proposals which could not otherwise have been carried out.

7 The power is conferred on ns by the seventh section of carrying out the intentions 
of a testator in a modified form, where, from altered circumstances, it may have become 
impracticable literally to fulfil his intentions. This power has been exercised by us m 
three charities with the best results. Our jurisdiction, however, is extremely limited m 
amount, but it has, nevertheless, enabled us to bring into active operation the charities 
to which we have referred, and will enable us successfully to deal with many others, the 
schemes for which are already in progress and awaiting our decision. From the want of 
this most necessary power a large number of charities, each small in amount, were lying 
for many years unadministered "and unapplied, and, had applications been made in these 
cases to the Court of Chancery for a scheme, the expense of the proceeding would in most 
cases have absorbed the entire fund, and in all would have sensibly diminished it. In 
every case in which we have been called on to exercise this power, we have taken care to 
adhere as closely as possible to the original objects; and being well aware that this power, 
even in its most limited form, is one likely to excite feelings of apprehension, and, perhaps, 
of jealousy, we have made orders which will amply secure publicity to this portion of our 
proceedings. Hence, we have not confirmed, nor shall we hereafter confirm, any scheme 
for varying the administration of a charity until one month’s notification lias been made 
by public 'notice or advertisement, or both, in the locality in which the charity is to be 
administered,' apprizing all parties interested of the nature of the proposed scheme, and 
inviting objections to it. 

8. The provision contained in the 8th section, by which, in cases where charitable funds 
are small in amount but are beyond the limit of our jurisdiction under the 7th section, 
a scheme of administration under the sanction of the Court of Chancery can be obtained 
by a summary and comparatively inexpensive proceeding, will be found highly beneficial ; 
and though but a single case has as yet arisen in which we have been called upon to put 
it into operation, we anticipate that when it is better known we shall frequently be asked 
to do so. 

9. We 'regard the 9th section as one of the utmost importance to the protection of 
the charities of this country, inasmuch as it provides a means for preserving their funds 
by enabling donors to vest them in us by deed, testators to bequeath them directly to us, 
and trustees to transfer them to our guardianship. Already sums of various amounts and 
from various sources, amounting in the aggregate to about £3,757 6s. 9d., have been 
placed under our guardianship. The names of the charities and the amounts transferred 
in each case will be found in Schedule No. 8, in the Appendix to this Report. We 
have made orders in other cases accepting the funds, but in which they have not as 
yet been transferred. Other offers have been made to us of charity property, consisting 
of rents and rentcharges ; but as these did not appear to fall within the section, we were 
obliged to decline them. From the disposition already evinced to place funds under our 
guardianship, we expect that the provisions of this section will be largely acted on. 

10. The 11th section, enables trustees to place under our custody the deeds or 
muniments of charity property. We have caused to be erected a fire-proof repository 
for the reception of such muniments, and there is little doubt that in process of time a 
large number of them will be deposited in our charge. 

11. We have already in several instances been applied to to exercise the powers 
conferred on us by sections 13, 14, 15, 17, and 18, which greatly facilitate the manage- 
ment of and dealings with charity property, by enabling us to give our sanction to leases, 
sales, surrenders, and exchanges of charity property under circumstances in which such 
transactions would otherwise have been invalid. In order to secure the safety of any 
fund which may be realized by transactions of this nature, we have, in all cases in which 
we have been called upon to exercise our jurisdiction, made it a part of our order that 
the money should be invested in Government securities and transferred to us. In one case 
a sum of £127 has been thus placed under our control, and another has been brought 
before ns in which we have intimated our sanction to the sale of two small charity 
annuities to the owner of the lands on which they are charged. By having authorized 
these arrangements, under the peculiar circumstances in which such very small endow- 
ments were placed, we have secured for the charities property which would otherwise have 
been wholly wasted in costly litigation. 

12. The provision in the 19th section, requiring executors and administrators to publish 
charitable bequests in newspapers circulating in the localities in which they are intended

to be administered, is one of great importance. Previously to the passing of the recent 
Act executors were required to advertise in the Dublin Gazette only,. an obligation 
frequently disregarded, and even when fulfilled, affording but little protection to charities. 

We consider that one great security, for the due and faithful performance of charitable 
trusts, is to be found in the nature and objects of those trusts being brought under the 
notice of the persons or institutions intended to be benefited, and of the localities in 
which they are directed to he administered. We have, therefore, taken pains to make 
known the provisions of this section to all executors and administrators, charged with the 
execution of wills containing charitable bequests, and we have expressed our determination 
to proceed for the recovery of penalties in all cases m which it shall appear to us that 
those provisions have been wilfully violated, To. accomplish this result we have made 
an arrangement by which we obtain from the Principal Registry of the Court of Probate, 
as well as from each of the District Registries, a monthly return of the wills containing 
charitable bequests. We then cause to be transmitted to each executor or administrator 
a notice, signed by our Secretaries, calling attention to the obligation to publish the 
bequests, and to the penalties annexed to neglect. 

IS The effect of this notice has been most beneficial : first, by apprising executors 
that the public department charged with the special duty of protecting charities has acquired . 
official knowledge of the existence of the bequests, and will be ready to take cognizance 
of them should occasion for its interference ever arise ; and next, by taking away from 
executors desirous to conceal charitable bequests all pretence of excusing themselves from 
nublishino- on the ground of ignorance of the provision of the statute compelling them to 
do so. We are happy in being enabled to state, that ill no single instance since the passing 
of the recent Statute have we been compelled to proceed against executors .or wilful viola- 
tion of this most useful provision. For the most part it has been cheerfully complied with , 
or in cases in which it has not, explanations have been made by the executors or then 
solicitors, which have satisfied 11 s that there was no desire to evade the law in 
nearly all cases copies of the local newspapers, containing the advertisements of the 
bequests, have been forwarded to us, and we have caused them to be registered in a booh 
kept in our office for the purpose. 

14 Until the passing of the Act of last session no other remedy for recovering charity 
funds was open to us save a proceeding in the Court of Chancery, which was always 
attended with expense. The result was that many small bequests were withheld from 
their objects by persons who calculated, on impunity by reason of the very smallness ot 
the ‘amount, and the costliness of the only remedy that could be resorted to against them. 

To remedy this defect we suggested to your Majesty’s Government that we should be 
empowered to sue for certain amounts in the Civil Bill Court; ana m accordance with 
that suvgestion the 6th section of the Act was framed, with the object of conferring 
that power upon us. We regret, however, that, from the manner in which that section ■ 
has been framed, it is doubtful whether we shall be able to avail ourselves of it 
save in the limited class of cases in which the amount of a bequest is due directly 
to ourselves, or to some other Trustee, and in which there is a direct personal 
liability on the part of the person making default. The difficulties to which we 
advert have arisen in three cases which have been brought before us ; and we fear that, 
with limitations such as these, coupled with the obligation which we are advised we are 
under of obtaining the sanction of your Majesty’s Attorney-General before we can com- 
mence any proceeding, the provisions of the sixth section, intended to be so useful, 
will become practically inoperative. We would, therefore, humbly suggest that that 
section should he amended by empowering us, in our names as 1 lamtiffs, to proceed by 
Civil Bill, within certain limits, for the recovery of all charitable donations and bequests 
of small amount, concealed, withheld, or misapplied, and that we should be at liberty to 
do so without requiring the allowance of the Attorney-General, which would make the 
proceeding too costly, tnd also that for all purposes connected with proceedings instituted 
by us the “civil Bill Court should he invested with an equitable jusisdiction. 

15 The obiect of the twelfth section of the Act is to protect funds eventually bequeathed 
for charitable purposes, but left to trustees or other persons for a life, or other limited 
interest. Oar experience proved to us how much Such a protection was needed for 
funds left in this manner, and previously to the passing of the late Act many cases were 
brought before us in which our intervention was pressingly solicited, but m which we were 
unable to interfere, on the ground that the fund was not concealed, withheld, or 
“ misapplied.” In one case a sum of £1,000 stock was proved to have been sold out and 
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converted to the use of the person to whom the testator left it for a limited period, and 
as the party had no property out of which it could be recovered, the fund was irretrievably 
lost. In another case we proceeded against the executor of a person who, ha vino- had a 
life interest in a sum of £4,000, bequeathed after her decease for charitable purposes 
divided a large amount of it among her relations during her life. \Ye failed to earmark the 
greater portion of the fund, and it was consequently lost. Many similar cases have oc- 
curred. The twelfth section now affords some sort of protection by requiring notice to be 
given to us before the security in which the fund is placed shall be varied or transposed, 
but we are of opinion that the provision of the section is insufficient as a protection. 

16. Since the date of our last report to your Majesty we have held 31 meetings forth- 
despatch of business, of which 10 were held before the passing of the late Act, and 21 since*" 
At each of these we have caused minutes of our proceedings to be recorded, as required by 
the Act of the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign. In the 1st schedule hereto annexed 
will be found the names of the Commissioners present at each of those meetings and the 
dates respectively at which they were held. We made orders in 209 cases of which 55 
were made before the passing of the late Act, and 154 since. All of these have been 
carried out by our Secretaries with regularity and accuracy. 

17. It is with regret we have to state that out of 48 meetings, summoned since the 
date of our last report, 17 have failed to be effective from the want of the presence of five 
of our body, that being the number required by the 4th section of the Act of the 7th 
and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign to be in attendance before any business can be 
transacted. This has arisen m a great degree from causes over which we have no’ 
control. 



18. To prevent, as far as possible, public inconvenience arising from these failures we 
have made arrangements by which our Secretaries transact a large portion of the ordinary 
and routine business of our department. They are always in attendance and the 
business^ to be transacted is of such a nature that by affording personal interviews to 
parties interested, and. by conducting correspondence, very many eases are brought 
to a satisfactory conclusion and the interests of the various charities amply protected 
without the necessity of having them brought before us for formal orders durum tW 
progress They are, however ultimately reported to us and recorded on our minutes 
and we have taken care that all questions of difficulty, or involving imnovtmf

The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in cash, 
and vested in Government and other securities on the 31st December last is set forth in 
the 4th, 5th and 6th Schedules, the particulars of which, together with the objects of each 
trust fund, will be found in Schedule No. 7. 

23. The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship at the same period 
specifying the particular amount of each, with the name of the testator or donor by whom 
created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object of each trust, is given in 
Schedule No. 8 ; and in Schedule No. 9 will be found a Return of Charity Funds standing 
to the credit of causes or matters in the Court of Chancery, in which the title of the Charity 
has been established by decree or order. 

All which we submit as our Report to your Most Excellent Majesty, and in testimony 
thereof have caused our Corporate seal to be hereunto affixed this 2nd dav of July,
